THIS PROCESS, 
CALLED VENEERING, WAS 
THE FORERUNNER OF 
MODERN PLYWOOD. 



The ART OF VENEERING FURNITURE BEGAN 
IN THE MIDDLE AGES AND REACHED ITS PEAK 
IN THE BEAUTIFULLY DESIGNEP PIECES OF SUCH 
DESIGNERS AS THE FAMOUS CHIPPENDALE. 



THE FIRST CROSS LAMINATED 
PANELS USING THE GREAT

MADE IN PORTLAND, OREGON

THE FIRST TO USE PLYWOOD AS WE KNOW IT 

Makers found that boards made of 

CROSS LAMINATED PLYWOOD GRIPPED THE 
TUNING PEGS TIGHTER 
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HOW PLYWOOD IS MADE 

Fir plywood is made from selected 

LOOS CUT FROM 616, STRONG, DURABLE 
POU6LAS FIR TREES. 



Giant lathes peel thin sheets of 

WOOD (CALLED VENEER) FROM THE 
LOGS. 



GLUE IS APPLIED 6Y ROLLER SPREADERS. 
VENEER SHEETS ARE ASSEMBLED WITH GRAIN 
OF ALTERNATE PLYS RUNNING IN OPPOSITE 
DIRECTIONS. THIS CROSS- LAMINATION OF 
THE WOODS GRAIN GIVES PLYWOOD ITS 
LARGE SIZE, GREAT STRENGTH AND 
DAMAGE RESISTANCE
